These machines 
are necessary to the proper oonduot 
of the business. 
Good milk cows are bringing good 
prices, and already there has set in a 
wave of sentiment for a higher grade 
ot cows. 
The better the cows, the 
greater the profit. 
This industry means much to this 
immediate vicinity. 
Men experienced 
in dairying who have been coming to 
Decatur of late, express themselves of 
the conviction th at we have an ideal 
dairy country, and that the business 
is bound to be a success, so much so 
in fact that within a year o r so a 
local creamery must be established to 
utilize the large quantity of products 
that will be turned out by the numer­ 
ous johnson grass bottoms and p ra ­ 
ise pastures. 
Butter fat is the* highest priced pro­ 
duct of tile farm and the sooner our 
farmers learn this tru th the greater 
will be our industrial development. 
As fast as our local people progress 
in understanding the details of the 
work and improving the milk stock, 
just so last will the industry and the 
profits increase here.

Without a Dissenting Voice the Senate 
Passes Guaranty 
Bill. 


Austin: 
Considerable speculation is 
being indulged in as to what the Sen­ 
ate will do with the Hill-Gaines amend­ 
ment to the general appropriation bill, 
appropriating $1,068,900 to 
discharge 
part of the public debt which matures 
on July I. 
Several of the senators 
seen have indicated that they will vote 
for the proposition, believing that the 
Waters-Pierce fine could not be put to 
better use than in wiping out a big 
slice of the State’s indebtedness. It is 
understood the governor is not in thor­ 
ough accord with this appropriation, 
that in itself 
might 
be 
sufficient 
grounds for the senate to adopt it. 
Thpu again, it is said the attorney gen­ 
eral believes that it would be the prop­ 
er thing to do with this money, and 
that may cause some of the senators 
to again inject politics into legislative 
matters. 
Outside of the general appropriation 
bill, and the bank guaranty proposi­ 
tion, it is believed the legislature can 
dispose of the other propositions now 
pending within a very short time, nev­ 
ertheless it does not now look a's if the 
legislature will be able to adjourn be­ 
fore the expiration of the full thirty 
days.

Hague conference created the inter­ 
national tribunal, it did indirectly the 
most probably which it could do in be­ 
half of the reduction of armaments, 
because it took a long step in furnish­ 
ing the nations with such legal 
ma­ 
chinery for the settlement of their dif­ 
ferences as makes recourse to war 
machinery more and more unneces­ 
sary and inexcusable.

hopeful assurance. 
Develop the legal 
machinery, they said, and the arma­ 
ments will perforce crumble of their 
own dead weight. 
“The continued and rapid develop­ 
ment during the decade of provision 
for the peaceful settlement of interna­ 
tional disputes has been something un­ 
paralleled in history. 
The leaders of 
the movement for international Justice 
are sometimes reproached with being 
dreamers. The only trouble with them 
in the past ten years has been that, so 
far as the development of the instru­ 
ments of international justice are con­ 
cerned, they have not been able

dream daringly enough or fast enough 
to keep up with the facts.”

St. Louis, Mo., May I.—Tho list o, 
dead in tho wind, rain, hail and snow- 
sloim which swept across the country 
between the Northern Lake region and 
the Gut States gradually has grown 
through the day as reports have crept 
in over disabled telegraph and tele­ 
phone wires. 
The list now totals al­ 
most IOO, with hundreds injured and 
the property loss reaching millions. It 
is thought the loss of life and property 
will be found to be greater when more 
com plete information is obtainable. 
Throughout W isconsin and in parts 
of M innesota the storm has been suc­ 
ceeded by a great blizzard. The heavi­ 
est snowstorm of the year has fallen 
at Duluth, La Crosse and Superior. 
Theirteen persons are known to have 
been killed in Missouri, two north of 
Summerville, Texas County, and eleven 
at Golden, Barry County. 
Two sections at the extreme eastern 
and western borders of Arkansas, were 
the greatest sufferers from the wind, 
according to reports. 
In W ashington 
and Crawford Counties, in tho north- I 
western part of the State, fifteen are i 
reported dead. 
The same part of the 
storm which visited this section e x ­ 
te n d e d across the borders into Barry I 
Gounty, Missouri. 
Chicago w as the worst sufferer of 
the cities. 
Three persons were killed 
th eie in 
accidents 
and 
otherwise, j 
many injured and $2,000,000 damage I 
dont*. 
Reports of forty-four dead have been I 
received at Memphis from points in 
that section, including parts of Arkan­ 
sas, Tennessee and M ississippi. 
In the Northern States the gale was 
accompanied by heavy snow. Through­ 
out Iowa, Ililinols, Missouri, Indiana 
and Ohio there were heavy rains and 
hail. 
The storm began soon after 
noon Thursday and continued until Fri­ 
day morning. 
A tornado blew down 
600 feet of the w est wall of the N orth-1 
em Indiana penitentiary at Michigan 
City and troops are mobilizing to pre­ 
vent trouble with the prisoners. 
A tidal wave in Lake Michigan did 
great damage in Waukegan and Ken­ 
osha. 
The storm that seem s to be alm ost 
coexten sive with country has appar­ 
ently broken all records in the num­ 
ber and variety of 
freakish 
atm os­ 
pheric disturbances. Tornadoes, snow, 
sleet, rain, hail, lightning, flood, flame 
and electrical phenomena are among 
its features.

NEGROES LYNCHED 
IN EASTERN TEXAS 


The Crime. 
Winnie Herman, eighteen years old, 
was attacked by a negro man Friday 
evening in her yard two miles east of 
town. She was securely tied and drag­ 
ged to the barn, where^she remained 
nearly 
three 
hours. 
Her 
younger 
brother found her. She s badly bruised 
about the neck, arms and waist. She 
is not certain that she can identify 
the negro. He wore a black shirt, blue 
overalls and was very black, which 
answers the description of a negro un­ 
der arrest. 


Marshall, May I.—Two negroes, un­ 
der indictment in connection with the 
killing of Deputy Sheriff Mark Huff­ 
man and the wounding of another offi­ 
cer early Monday morning, were taken 
from the Harrison County Jail between 
2 and 3 o’clock this morning by be­ 
tween thirty and forty lynchers and 
hanged to a large willow tree, near 
Pope’s gin, in the southern section of 
this place. The soldiers who had been 
on guard at the Jail had been sent 
away 
shortly beford 
midnight, 
no 
trouble being anticipated by the au­ 
thorities. 
The Coroner’s verdict was 
that the negroes were hanged by part­ 
ies unknown. 
The negroes lynqjie^ 
were Mose Hill and Mat Chase. ieJsse 
Jefferson was not molested by the 


Judge Buford and District Attorney 
Jones came from Longview and a spe­ 
cial term of the District Court was 
ordered, after a consultation with th<T 
officers and citizens, 


Special jury commissioners were ap 
pointed, the Grand J u r y was drawri 
and as soon as the names were placed 
In the hands of the Sheriff the men 
were summoned and the Grand Jury 
was impanneled and went to 
work 
Wednesday morning. 
They were in 
session all that day, and on Thursday 
morning Judge Buford received their 
report. The prisoners signed a waiver 
of being present when the special ve­ 
nire was drawn and soon the commis­ 
sioners were busy drawing a special 
venire of sixty men to serve as petite 
Jurors. 
Last night the city was quiet and 
the streets were clear and quiet at a 
very early hour and everything had 
steadied down to normal conditions 
and no further trouble was anticipated. 
About l l o’clock Sheriff Cargill went 
to the jail and told the State militia 
that their services were 
no 
longer 
needed and soon they were busy pack­ 
ing up their traps and getting ready 
to go home. 
They had been on duty 
since last Monday and this was wel­ 
come news to them and as they were 
leaving the jail someone started the 
song, “God Be, with You Till We Moot 
Again."

Marshall Men Make Short Work of 
Negroes Charged With Killing 
Officers. 


Tyler, May 3.—Jim Jim Hodge was 
lynched by' a crowd of 1 0 0 0 men at 
12:05 
o’clock 
Saturday 
afternoon. 
From a huge derrick, used for hoisting 
stone in the building of the new Smith 
County courthouse, the lifeless body 
'Of the negro swung in the breeze for 
half an hour before it was clit down. 
There was no excitement; no howling 
mob; no evidence of anything except 
determination. 
About the neck of their black-shirt- 
ed, blue-overalled victim, one of the 
ropes was adjusted, and iifty or more 
men lay hold of the end. 
A simultaneous pull, and the negro’s 
squirming body was seen to shoot high 
into the air, and then stop. It turned 
from side to side from the momentum 
gathered. 
There was a twitch or so 
of the muscles; a struggle—futile in 
the extreme, and finally the body was 
•till. 
Within ten minutes the crowd had 
dispersed with the exception of the 
grewsome figure hanging in mid-air 
within the sight of all who might look. 
There was no attem pt at disguise. 
Those who took part in the lynching 
went about it just as they went about 
their daily business. Some of the men 
were in their shirt sleeves, as if they 
had just come from offices or stores. 
County Attorney Roy Butler had al­ 
ready arranged for a special session of 
the Gand Jury, for the purpose of tak­ 
ing action on the act of the negro, and 
it was to have convened that after­ 
noon. It is not believed that the body 
will now get together, although several 
of the men who took part in the lynch­ 
ing are well known.
